•Wme comes Tor'the men to sit around 
the festive hoard they are in good chefer. 
Everything the market affords, is placed; 
oh the table. The' messrooms are deco- 
rated with the national and regimental 
colors. After dinner speeches are made, 
in which frequently some of the officers 
come in for good natured raillery.
